ficent wax-like fls 6-9 in. across; pet broadly 
obovate: fil % in. long, bright yellow, pur- 
ple at base: capsule oblong, % in. long, ob- 
scurely many angled, hispid with appressed 
bristles and crowned with the persistent 
stigmas: sds black, a line or less long. Ma-
